1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 

this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/25/08 has 
been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record teaches obtaining images of a body region under motion with the suppression 
of movement artifacts in images due to unintentional movements of the ultrasound. The 
prior art of record also teaches obtaining images with a stationary transducer but does 
not teach or render obvious a method for coupling ultrasound radiation with a stationary 
transducer into the body region in a stationarv scan plane in order to conduct an 
ultrasound scan of a region in that stationarv scan plane, where the natural body motion 
of the subject occurs as the body region moves through said single stationary scan 
plane, which results in multiple 2D images representing the different slice planes of the 
body region under motion which is then reconstructed to form a 3D image.
